The destroyers will probably coal either at 
Port Said or Aden, and will touch at Bom- 
bay or near there, after which they will go 
down the Indian coast to Colombo in Cey- 
lon, and swing northward again for a brief 
stop at Madras. Then the dotighty little 
ships will push their noses across the Indian 
ocean to Acheen, at the northern end of 
Sumatra, just before passing through the 
Malacca strait to Singapore, at the toe of the 
Malay peningula. 

Then. there will be no stop until the de- 
stroyers and the swing at anchor off 
Cavite. It may be the stop at Madras will 
be eliminated.and the flotilla will go straight 
across the Indian ocean from Colombo to 
Acheen. It depends upon the quality of the 
weather encountered. As a rule the flotilla 
will skirt the coast in waters where the 
weather is heavy.. 

Wait Signal to Start. 

The flotilla lies off Sewall's point, Hampton 
roads, tonight. The start of the vessels on 
their long voyage is in a measure dependent 
upon the weather conditions. The local 
weather bureau hoisted storm signals this 
afternoon to the. effect that the northeast 
storm now prevailing on this coast was mov- 


ing north with increasing intensity. 
The men on the destroyers express confi- 


dence in the ability of the boats to make a 


safe voyage to the far east, and say that the 


destroyers have proved stable in a heavy sea- 


way. 
Fine Points of the Boats. 
An officer of the flotilla said tonight that 


the boats are as high powered as the average

The foregoing declarations, made by Prof. | 
John Dill Robertson last night at the annual 
meeting of the Chicago Eclectic and Surgical 
society at the Auditorium, aroused the in- 
terest of the members. 

Do you practice what you preach?” in- 
quired one of the hearers. 

“I have not taken a beth for two years,” 
replied the doctor. I keep clean by chang- 
ing all my clothing once a day. Coming 
from a tubercular family, ten years ago I- 
was obliged to give up hathing because I. 
took cold too frequently. It was years be- 
fore I could overcome the bath habit, but 
now I not only do not bathe myself, but I. 
have a number of patients. who have come te 
accept my views as rational. '

Japan and Great Britain Oct. 17 
asked for the opening of Yongampho and 
the Corean foreign minister consented, sub- 
ject to the approval of the emperor of Corea, 
which was withheld, owing, it was said, toa 
strenuous protest made by the Russian min- 
ister.

BUILDERS FORM UNION TODAY. 


Contractors from Eighty Cities Will’ 
Meet to Organize Alliance to 
| Control Trade. 


Building contractors from eighty cities in 

the United States will meet in Steinway Hall 
today to form a national organization. The 
new body is intended to bring in union the 
local associations and make one central, 
effective, and wealthy combination. 
The cause for organizing is given as the 
depression in the building industry. Prop- 
erty owners and investors have become wary 
of putting up large structures, owing to the 
fear of labor troubles. 

The contractors announce they have ceased 
to fight the trade unions and wish to bring 
about national peace through joint. trade 
agreements. The chief aims and doctrines 
of the promoters are as follows: 

To secure for contractors equitable treatment in 
their dealings with their employés. 

To encourage organization and the formation of 
associations of contractors. 

To regulate conditions among buflding con- 


tractors. 

That the basis of the settlement of all disputes 
should be conciliation end tra . 

That the sympathetic strike should be absolutely 


prohibited. 
That where conditions are proper and employés’ 


associations exist, agreements he made with them. 
That a uniform form of agreement be adopted 
and used in making joint agreements, wages be- 
ing adjusted according to local conditions. 
That there shall be no restriction of the use of 
any manufactured material except prison made. 
Independent contractors and supply men 
fear the new association will attempt to force 
them out of the field. They assert the con- 
tractors expect to form a close combination 
with the labor unfons, now banded together 
in the National Structural Building Trades 
alliance. This is both denied and affirmed 
the promoters of the association.

Residents in Isle of Pines Protest. 


Several hundred citizens of Illinois and 
Iowa who made their homes and are con- 
ducting business in the isle of Pines, which 
has been handed over to the Cuban republic 
by the terms of the treaty now pending in 
the senate, are opposed to the treaty and 
will make a fight against its ratification. 
It will be a losing fight, because the treaty 
undoubtedly be ratified, as the question 
of ownership in this island only was raised 
in the treaty of Paris for the purpose of giv- 
ing the United States a lever with which to 
secure concessions from Cuba for coaling 
stations. 

Those who are interested in the subject 
do not expect to defeat the ratification of 
the treaty, but are making a fight for the 
purpose of securing some amendments which 
will protect the rights of Americans on the 


discriminates against the isle of Pines in 

matter of customs duties. Therefore 
they desire a port of entry on the island and 
a provision incorporated in the treaty which 
will guarantee them the same customs du- 
ties as the Cubans pay. 

They desire courts to be established on the 
island, and also wish to have a recorder’s 
office there, as under the existing conditions 
they are required to go to Cuba to record 
deeds for the transfer of property and other 
legal papers.

BAR CONTRACT JUMPERS. 


Philadelphia Club Gets Beckley; 


Fielder Jones Is an Oil 


New York, Dec. 9.—[Special.]—Important 
moves were made by the National league to- 
day by the organization deciding to lengthen 
its playing season and drawing up a uniform 
contract for players. President Harry Pul- 
liam was empowered to declare ineligible any 
player who “‘ jumped ”’ his contract. 

The word “ineligible ”’ in the rule against 
contract jumpers really means blacklist- 
ed.“ for Hart of Chicago after thesmeeting 
adjourned declared that such a player would 
be debarred from playing for Hf. The league 
also adopted a rule which prevents a club of 
the Nationale from trading players with an 
American league club without the unanimous 
consent of other National clubs. This knocks 
in the head a scheme set on foot by a west- 
tern delegate some time ago to have free 
handed trading of players. 

The most important question under consid- 
eration was the proposed rule permitting an 
exchange of players between the National 
and American league clubs. 

The newly appointed schedule committee, 
composed of Barney Dreyfuss, James A Hart. 


and Charles Ebbets, was instructed to make 


a 134 game schedule, and, according to pres- 
ent plans, the season will extend well Into 
r 


One hundred and forty games were called 
for in last season’s schedule. The schedule 
committee will try to arrange the schedule 
so that each club will have enough off days 
in which postponed games may be played, in- 
stead of on the same day with scheduled 
games. 

The reason generally given for the longer 
baseball season was that National league 
officials wanted to avoid post season games 
between clubs of the rival leagues. The 
American league clubs made such a good 
showing against the National league this 
Fall, winning in almost every case where 
rival clubs met, that the effect on the pub- 
lie was not relished by the National league 
men. 

A. H. Soden, John T. Brush, James A. Hart, 
and Dreyfuss were chosen directors, and 
Max Fleischmann, Hanlon, and Hart were 
named as members of the rules committee, 
which will confer with the American league. 

The magnates will hold another session to- 
morrow, at which will be discussed the ques- 
tion of pooling holiday receipts for equal 
division. Those who advocate this meas- 
ure say that in case ‘of rain it is a hardship 
on two clubs. 

First Baseman Beckley will play with the 
Philadelphia Nationals next season. Joe 
Kelley, manager of the Cincinnatis, has de- 
cided to play first base for the reds next year.

PION AGAIN IN HARVARD GYM. 
| 
Finds Two Remarkable Changes Have 
Taken Place in Three Years—Pa- 
gilist’s Right Arm Is smaller in 


Girth and His Left Arm. Has Grown 


“Leading” with That Member— 
Chief Danger Is Increasing Weight.

Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 9.— [Special. 
Champion Jim Jeffries paid a visit to Dr. D. 
A. Sargent at the Hemenway gymnasium 
at Harvard this afternoon for examination. 
Jeffries had paid several previous visits to 
the Harvard gymnasium, and had been ex- 
amined there before. It is Dr. Sargent’s opin- 
jon after today’s examination that Jeffries 
has a career of ten more years in the fighting 
ring, and that the big pugilist is a remarkable 
man. 

His measurements were closely compared 
with those taken three years ago by Dr. 
Sargent. He noted two peculiarities. In 
the first place, Jeffries’ right arm has de- 
creased in measurement from 16.5 inches to 
15.9 inches, while his left arm has grown into 
a rigid crooked position, making it impossible 
to straighten it out. In spite of the decrease 
in Jeffries’ right arm its punching ability has 
increased instead of diminished. The cause 
of the second change is given as the result 
of the knitting together of the tissues about 
the elbow, due to the fact that Jeffries al- 
ways leads with that arm. The curve enables 
him to get a better drive. 

Dr. Sargent was impressed with the gen- 
eral preservation of Jeffries’ body, in spite 
of all the hard work he had done. The chief 
trouble with the champion is that he is in- 
creasing steadily in weight. Three years ago 
he welghed 223 pounds; since then he has 
gone up to 247. Herein, Dr. Sargent asserts, 
lies Jeffries’ greatest danger. His height 
remains the same, 6 feet 4% inch, and his chest 
measurement, 44.9 inches, is also the same 
as three years ago. His chest expanded, how- 
ever, shows a good gain, measuring now 48.4 
inches, as against 46.9 inches three years 
ago. 


MAKES NEW STRENGTH RECORD 


Harvard Student Performs Annual 
Task of Lowering the Test Under 
: Dr. Sargent’s Methods. 


Mass., Dec. 9.—[Special.]—Harvard’s 
h test record went by the boards again to- 
day when Arthur O. Christensen bettered the fig- 
ures established last year by F. W. C. Foster. 
The new record shows a total of 384,025.8 foot 
pounds, or 54,000 more than the old record, which 
is considered most remarkable. Christensen’s 
record was made under the Ww system, which 
Dr. A. H. Sargent established last spring, and 
which is considered a test of endurance and speed, 
as well as strength. No apparatus is used in the 
test, which consists wholly of free movements. 
Dr. Sargent considers the record a remarkable 
one, and does not look for it to be equaled ‘soon.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON “CHANGE. | 


There is still hope for the 1904 winter wheat 
crop in spite of dust and dry weather and 
thin growth, according to Kelley of St. Louis, 


who says: “A crop scare in December is 


something much out of the ordinary, but 
general speculation happened to be bullishly 
inclined, largely on the belief that Armour 
was about to bring about dollar wheat in his 
own market—it certainly is his own mar- 
ket—so that traders early caught on to the 
dry weather condition and proceeded to kill 


the crop. There is no doubting the fact that 


an unusually small amountof rain has fallen 
in the winter wheat country since the crop 


was put in the ground, and the growth in a 


considerable area has been checked, but that 
the plant has been injured trreparably and 
cannot be benefited by good rains, or, what 
would be much better, good snows, is hardly 
probable. Looking back at the record of 
winter wheat crops that have been ‘ sown in 
dust’ and entered winter without sufficient 
moisture to give the plant a good top growth, 
it is curious to note that such crops usually 
produce better results than crops that have 
been formed with plentiful mofsture and 
a luxuriant growth after seeding. A too 
rank growth before freezing weather sets in 
has done more to damage the wheat plant 
than a dry fall in which the growth is much 
greater below than above ground, thus giving 


the plant a strong root in its effort to obtain 


needed moisture. The wheat plant seeded 
this fall is said to have just such a root. Itis 
also to be noted that the springs following 
these dry falls are usually prolific of rain- 
falls. The crop of 1895, which was seeded 
late, had a thin and poor growth and was 
reported injured by drougth, its condition 
on Dec. 1 being as low as 81.4, yet it averaged

NOT MOCH FOR TRACTION. | 


LITTLE PROSPECT OF COMMON BE- 
ING MADE VALUABLE. 


Governing Committee of the Stock Ex- 
cChante Enédeavoring to Have Bank 
Steck Transactions Recorded on 
the Boeard—Much More Confidence 
1% Being Shown in the New York 
List—Interview with Corn Products 
Director. : 


Chicago Union Traction common advanced 
— ee following a movement in New

While some belief obtains in La Salle street 
that Traction common should be worth a 
great deal more money in the event of a 
franchise settlement, there are those who 
do not consider the stock as having any 
value. The people most deeply concerned in 
straightening out the relations between the 
city and the company do not figure common 
stock as being in a position to receive bene- 
fits in any deal that is likely to be made. 

No one yet knows even approximately 
what is to be the outcome of negotiations, 
but there is more frequently heard among 
Traction officials the statement that money 
| will have to be raised by an assessment on 

Traction stock, rather than that it will have 
enhanced value. It may be recalled that 
$14,000,000 of the common stock was given to 
promoters without absolutely any equivalent 
going to the company. It was a simple gift. 


Bank Stock Trades. 

The governing committee of the Chicago 
stock exchange is seeking to make a record 
of prices obtained in tr 
bank stocks. While a number of such stocks 
are listed on the local exchange, there has 
not been a sale recorded there is the last 
year. The business in bank stocks is all 
done on the curb. Bid and asked prices for 
stocks are furnished by different houses deal- 
ing in such securities. There is frequently 
a difference of five points between what the 
stock is bought for from one customer and 
sold to another on the same date. 

In order to give prospective buyers and 
sellers of bank stocks a closer market the 
exchange has revived the authority of an old 
rule, which requires all trades for a com- 
mission to be recorded on the exchange 
whether the sale took place there or not, pro- 
viding the transaction was effected during 
exchange hours. This rule applies to all 
members of the exchange and employés act- 
ing for them when the stock is bought or sold 
on commission. It becomes the duty of the 
seller to report the sale together with the 
price as soon as the transaction is completed. 

With a view of enforcing thie rule and call- 
ing it to the attention of banks and individ- 
uals who wish to buy or sell bank stock hold- 
ings, the governing committee has adopted 
the following resolution: 

That proper measures be taken by the stock 
list committee to have all the bank stocks with 
a capitalization of $1,000,000 or over placed upon 
the unlisted list of the exchange, and to cell the 
attention of members of the exchange to the 
change; also that trading on these stocks must 
be during exchange hours and made upon the 
floor of the exchange; that the transactions be

Bull Sentiment Grows. 

For the time being, at least, there is kh 
noticeable difference in sentiment as it re- 
lates to the New York stock market. While 
Chicago business in securities is not relative- 
ly large, still there is decided improvement 
noted in the undertone of feeling. It was on 
Aug. 11 last that an average of the lowest 
prices were reached. On the same day the 
upturn began. It is therefore almost four 
months since the market had its last heavy 
jar. As the public mind moves farther from 
the shock it appears to gain confidence. As 
a result there are now many observers who 
are willing to believe that the condition of the 
improved. It may 
be noticed that here and there failed banks 
are resuming operations. The approach of 
a season of easier money may also be noted 
as helpful to market feeling. — 

But there are far reaching factors in the 
checking of business, the coming presidential 
campaign and the incomplete adjustment 
of commercial concerns to present changed 
‘conditions. So while the market feels bet- 
ter, there ie yet much to be considered before 
assuming that the troubles of the situation in 
securities are over.
